2. PRESS SECTION CONTAINS GENERAL GUIDANCE CRUCIAL TO ANY 
TERRORIST SITUATION. IMPLEMENTATION WILL BE DETERMINED BY 
PRINCIPAL OFFICER AT MISSION AND IN LIGHT OF LOCA 
REQUIREMENTS. (SEE ENCLOSURE NO. 3 IN A775.) 

3. IN SECTIONS ON HOSTAGE SITUATIONS (SEE ENCLOSURES 2, 3 AND 4. IN 
A-775) FOLLOWING SHOULD BE 

NOTED AMONG OTHER POINTS: 

A. THE U.S. GOVERNMENT CONSIDERS THE SAFETY OF ALL AMERICAN 
KIDNAP AND HIJACKING VICTIMS FOREMOST. 

B. THE U.S. GOVERNMENT AS EMPLOYER, HAS A SPECIAL 
RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE SAFETY OF ITS EMPLOYEES AND THEIR 
DEPENDENTS CAUGHT IN TERRORIST SITUATIONS. 

C. WHILE MAINTAINING A FIRM PUBLIC POLICY, THE U.S. GOVERN- 
MENT DOES NOT RULE OUT NEGOTIATING PEACEFUL SETTLEMENTS OF 
TERRORIST INCIDENTS. NEGOTIATION IS NOT SURRENDER TO BLACKMAIL. 

D. THE HOST GOVERNMENT HAS THE PRIMARY RESPONSIBILITY TO EFFECT 
THE SAFE RELEASE OF AMERICAN HOSTAGES, WHETHER THEY ENJOY 
DIPLOMATIC STATUS OR NOT.

F. THE U.S. GOVERNMENT DOES NOT HESITATE TO COUNSEL THE 
HOST GOVERNMENT ON ALL ASPECTS OF THE RESCUE OPERATION. 

4. IN SUMMARY-THE U.S. GOVERNMENT VIEWS THE SAFETY OF ALL 
AMERICANS AS PARAMOUNT. WE ARE ALWAYS WILLING TO TRY TO REACH 
A SOLUTION THROUGH NEGOTIATIONS WITHIN THE LIMITATIONS OUT- 
LINED IN THE REFERENCE MESSAGE. WHEN DANGER HAS PASSED WE 
URGE PURSUIT, EXTRADITION. PROSECUTION OF TERRORISTS.
